3.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  recommendation  contained  in  the  19th  paragraph  of  the  Remission 
Second  Report  of  the  Conmiittee  of  Pubhc  Accounts  of  1897  as  regards  the  exercise  of  a  of  Duties, 
dispensing  power,  involving  the  abandonment  of  claims  on  account  of  revenue,  the  *^c. 
Treasury  m  their  Minute  of  31st  December  1897  directed  that  the  Customs  and  Inland 
Revenue  Departments  should  keep  a  record  or  schedule  of  every  case  involving  a  loss 

of  50L  or  more  in  which  they  had  seen  fit,  or  felt  compelled  for  good  reason,  to  refrain 
from  enforcing  the  law ;  and  that  a  copy  of  such  record  should  oe  annually  furnished 
to  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General. 

The  Board  of  Customs  have  accordingly  furnished  my  Department,  as  regards  the 
year  1897-98,  with  a  certified  "  Nil "  Retiun,  but  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  in  reply 
to  a  letter  upon  this  subject,  have  explained  that  the  Treasury  Minute  did  not  reach  the 
Department  until  the  19th  January  1898,  and  that  it  was  not  practicable  to  keep  a  record 
of  cases  which  occurred  prior  to  the  present  financial  year  1898-99. 

4.  In  view  of  the  increase  of  work  which  has  devolved   upon  my  Department  in  Proposed 
consequence  of  the  large  growth  in   the  Accounts  of  many    of  the  public   Depart-  addition  to 
iiients,  and  of  additions  which  have  been  made  of  late  years  in    the  shape  of  new  Schedule  B 
Accoimts  rendered  for  audit  under  various  special  Statutes  and  otherwise,  I  have  thought  Exchequer 
it  right  to  suggest  to  the  Treasury  the  propriety  of  adding  the  Accounts  of  the  three  and  Audit 
Revenue  Departments  to  Schedule  B  of  the  Exchequer  and  Audit  Departments  Act,  Act,  1866. 
1866,  and  thus  placing  them  on  the  same  footing,  as  regards  audit,  as  the  Accounts  of 

the  Army  and  ISTavy.     The  matter  is  fidly  stated  m  the  correspondence  appended. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Treasury  are  c^uite  willing  to  act  upon  my  suggestion,  subject 
to  its  being  first  brought  under  tlie  notice  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee.

I  AM 'directed  by  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  to  state  that  he  is  desirous  of  bringing  under 
the  consideration  of  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  the  apparent  desirability  of 
adding  the  Accounts  of  the  three  Revenue  Departments  to  Schedule  B  of  the  ii^xchequer  and  Audit 

';ftSeidea  which  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  has  reason  to  think  was  entertained  at  the  time 
the  Act  was  passed,  was,  that  a  considerable  difference  might  properly  be  made  in  the  extent  of  the 
details  of  examination  to  be  given  by  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  on  behalf  of  Parliament  to 
the  Accounts  of  Departments  which  have,  and  those  which  have  not,  separate  and  distinct  account 
branches  of  their  own.  Hence  the  distinction  indicated  by  the  resi)ective  provisions  of  the  29th  and 
30th  Sections  of  the  Act  j    •        *i,    a  * 

It  is  however,  noticeable  that,  m  the  32  years  which  have  passed  since  the  Act  came  into  operation, 
no  adcfitions  whatever  have  been  made  to  Schedule  B,  although  such  additions  were  clearly  contem- 
plated, as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Schedule  itself. 
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As  the  result,  the  Accounts  of  the  Army  and  Navy  are,  at  the  present  time,  the  only  Accounts 
examined  in  this  Deimrtment  under  the  provisions  of  the  29th  Section. 

^  The  large  growth  in  many  of  the  Accounts  in  recent  years,  notably  in  those  of  the  Post  Office. 
English,  Scotch  and  Irish  Education  Departments,  and  in  the  Science  and  Art  Department  and 
others  which  might  be  named,  and  the  additions  which  have  been  made  even  in  the  last  three  years  to 
the  work  of  the  office  by  the  audit  of  new  Accounts  under  various  special  statutes  and  otherwise,  have 
brought  this  point  forcibly  home  to  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General,  in  view  of  the  arrangements 
necessary  for  the  performance  of  the  additional  work.  Although,  if  it  continues  to  increase,  it  may  at 
no  distant  date  be  found  absolutely  necessary  to  ask  for  some  increase  in  the  numbers  of  the  lower 
rank  of  the  establishment,  I  am  to  state  that  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  is  unwilling  to 
admit  the  i)re8ent  necessity  for  any  addition.  He  is  engaged  upon  a  careful  inquiry  into  the  work  of 
the  office  and  its  distribution,  with  a  view  of  effecting  economies  wherevef  they  may  be  found  to  be 
}MKssible :  and  I  am  to  add  that  he  is  inclined  to  think  that  a  saving  of  labour  may  be  made  by  a 
diminution  of  work  ui)on  Accounts  in  >yhich,  owing  to  the  excellent  manner  in  which  they  are  rendered, 
an  examination  in  full  detail  has  now,  in  his  opinion,  become  unnecessary. 

It  is  with  the  same  object  that  he  has  directed  me  to  bring  under  their  Lordships'  notice  the  sugges- 
tion submitted  at  the  commencement  of  this  letter  for  adding  the  Accounts  of  the  three  Revenue 
Departments  to  Schedule  B  of  the  Exchetpier  and  Audit  Departments  Act.

1  AM  directed  to  inform  you  that  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury  have  carefully 
considered  your  letter  of  the  21st  November  last,  in  which  you  suggest  that  the  Accounts  of  the  three 
Revenue  Deimrtments  should  be  added  to  Schedule  B  of  the  Exchequer  and  Audit  Departments  Act, 
1866  (29  k  :U)  Vict.  c.  39). 

My  Ijords  believe  that  you  are  quite  correct  in  attributing  to  that  Act  an  intention  to  apply  a  les."5 
detailed  examination  to  the  accounts  of  large  department's  which  have  sejiarate  and  distinct  account 
bmnches  of  their  own,  than  to  the  accounts  of  smaller  depwartments,  in  which  it  is  not  possible  to 
organise  spending  and  examining  branches  of  any  practical  independence.  Inde^.  in  order  to  avoid 
duplication  of  work  and  obviate  exorbitant  expense,  the  Act  practically  provided  two  classes  of 
audit  :- 

I.  In  the  ca.se  of  the  Awounts  of  the  Civil  and  Revenue  Departments,  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor 
Geneml  was  to  ascertain  that  the  charges  against  the  Votes  were  supported  by  vouchers  or  proofs  of 
|)ayment ;  that  the  moneys  expended  had  oeen  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  Parliament  had 
voted  them  ;,and,  when  required  to  do  so  by  the  Treasury,  that  the  payments  had  been  made  in 
acconlance  with  Treasury  authority.  He  was  also  to  test  the  accuracy  of  the  castings  and  computa- 
tions of  the  several  items  of  the  vouchers  themselves. 

II.  In  the  case  of  the  Army  and  Na>y  Accounti^  the  29th  Section  of  the  Act,  read  in  coiy unction 
with  Schedule  B,  authorised  a  less  minute  examination.  Though  expected  to  see  that  Parliament  had 
provided  monev,  and  that  it  had  been  apulied  to  the  purpases  for  which  it  was  granted,  the  Comptroller 
and  Auditor  General  might,  if  satisfied  that  the  Accounts  and  vouchers  had  been  duly  examined, 
certified  as  correct  and  passed  by  the  departmental  officers,  admit  the  Ac»counts  as  evidence  of  pajTiient, 
pi-ovided  that  the  Treasury  did  not  prescribe  a  more  detailed  examination. 

Moreover  the  Treasury  might,  by  minute  laid  before  the  House  of  Commons,  direct  the  accounts  of 
anj'  other  services  to  l>e  insertea  in  Schedule  Bj  and  thus  relegated  to  the  second  class  of  audit ;  such 
Mmute  not  to  take  effect  "  until  it  shall  have  lain  before  the  House  of  Commons  thirty  days,  imless  it 
shall  have  l>een  prenously  approved  by  a  resolution  of  the  House." 

My  Lonis  bear  in  mind  that,  since  the  Act  was  passed,  the  audit  of  the  Army  and  Xa\-y  Accounts 
has  been  extended  in  acconlance  with  the  discretionary  power  vested  in  the  Treasurj- ;  and  that,  in 
imrsuance  of  the  Treasury  Minute  of  the  20th  Mai*ch  1876,  which  i^-as  approvetl  by  the  Committee  of 
Public  Accounts,  a  *'  test  '  audit  in  detail  has  been  applied  to  Naval  and  Military  Accounts,  whereby 
within  a  given  number  of  years  the  Accounts  of  each  Army  and  Navy  Vote  are  practically  subjected  to 
as  complete  an  audit  as  are  the  other  public  Accounts, 

But  no  advantage  has  ever  been  taken  of  the  other  discretionary  iK>wer  conferred  U|)on  the  Treasur>', 
whereby  the  se^^ond  class  of  audit  can  be  apj»lied  to  other  accounts  than  those  of  the  Army  and  Navj'. 

You  now  suggest  that  this  may  l>e  done  with  resj^ect  to  the  Accounts  of  the  three  Revenue  Deiirt- 
ments.  You  brieve  that  the  audit  of  these  Accounts  in  full  detail  may  l>e  dispensed  with  or  modified 
without  any  risk  :  and  you  consider  that  the  labour  thu.s  saved  may  possibly  enable  you  to  cope  with 
the  considerable  growth  of  work  in  your  Department,  for  which  other\vise  immediate  additions  to  your 
establishment  would  be  necessary. 

Having  regard  to  these  considerations,  my  Lords  are  quite  li^illing  that  your  suggestion  should  be 
acted  upon,  provided  that  there  is  an  effective  ''  test  *'  examination  of  the  Accounts  of  these  Depart- 
ments. But,  as  any  additions  to  Schedule  B  of  the  Act  require  the  approval  or  tacit  assent  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  their  Lordships  think  that  that  House  would  natimilly  wish  that  the  question 
should  be  brought  before  their  Committee  of  Public  Accounts,  Accordingly,  they  will  be  glad  if  you 
will  next  Session  submit  the  matter  to  the  Committee  by  laying  the  correspondence  before  them  in 
su?h  manner  as  you  may  think  best,

A  Having  was  eflfected  in  carrying  out  this  service. 


This  service  was  postj)oned. 

Having  regard  to  the  urgent  representations  of  the  Physician^ 
Surgeon,  and  Surgeon  Apothecary  of  Her  Majesty's  Household 
this  work  was  commenced  in  1897-98.  Provision  for  further 
expenditure  is  made  in  the  Estimate  for  1898-99. 

The  old  system  of  watering  the  horses  presented  many  disadvan- 
tages, and  by  laying  on  the  water  a  much-needed  improvement 
has  been  effected. 

In  connection  with  a  re-arrangement  of  the  Barracks  of  Hampton 
Court  on  the  part  of  the  War  Department  with  a  view  to  im- 
prove the  public  approach  to  the  Palace,  it  oecame  necesaaiy  for 
the  Board  to  acquire  a  slip  of  ground  held  by  a  private  lessee. 
A  sum  of  200/.  was  paid  for  the  immediate  deteraiination  of 
the  tenancy. 

Bjr  an  oversight  the  amount  required  for  this  service  was 
inserted  in  the  Estimate  at  15o/.  It  should  have  been  200/. 
See  next  item. 

See  last  item. 

The  amount  in  the  Estimate  for  this  service  should  have  been 
150/.,  and  not  200/.,  the  figures  against  the  two  items  having 
been  tran8j>08ed. 

Her  Majestv  having  decided  that  the  State  Rooms  at  Kensington 
Palace  which  had  been  closed  since  1760  should  be  open^  to 
the  public,  steps  were  taken  to  put  them  into  proi)er  repair, 
and  to  restore  them  as  nearly  as  possible  to  their  former  condi- 
tion. In  the  Estimate  for  1898-99  provision  is  made  for  further 
exi^enditure  on  account  of  this  service. 

This  is  a  work  (»f  necessity  in  the  interests  of  the  Castle  to  avoid 
as  far  as  possible'  the  use  of  lamps.  Only  the  cost  of  the 
structural  works  falls  ui>on  j  public  funds. 

The  total  excess  is  due  to  the  difficulties  met  with  in  sinking  the 
pump  pits,  in  underpinning  the  engine  house,  and  in  enlarging 
the  capacity  of  the  new  well.  The  works  had  to  be  carried  out 
during  the  very  wet  autumn  and  winter  of  1896-97,  and  this, 
involved  delay  as  well  as  additional  expense. 

Exi)enditure  under  this  head  is  necessarily  uncertain. 


The  cage  was  larger  than  had  been  originally  intended,  and  so 
caused  extra  work  in  altering  the  toj)  bearings  for  the  machinery 
as  well  as  the  gas  and  hot  water  services  in  the  shaft.

After 
the  fifteenth  instalment  had  been  received  in  1896-97,  the  annuitv  had  five  years  to  nm. 

The  cancelling  of  the  outstanding  debt  has  been  authorisea  by  the  Treasury,  the 
amount  having  been  treated  as  a  set-oft'  against  the  capital  liability,  as  ascertained  by 
the  Surveyor  (Works  Department),  in  respect  of  the  rents  and  charges  of  the  Pohce 
Courts  transferred  to  the  Police  Fund  under  the  Act.

New  Works.  2.  The  variations  between  the  Grant  and  Expenditure  upon  the  several  works  provided 
for  under  Sub-Heads  A.,  F.,  K.,  and  O.,  are  explained  by  the  Accounting  Officer  on  the 
Statement  of  Expenditure  for  New  Works,  appended  to  the  Account. 

General  ^'  ''^^  Statement  shows  that  in  eleven  cases  no  expenditure  (with  the  exception  of  a 

Remarks  on  trifling  sum  for  Sunderland  Post  Office)  has  taken  place  upon  works  for  which  provision, 
New  Works,  to  the  extent  of  25,830i.,  was  made  in  the  Estmiates.  The  reasons  stated  are:  tiie 
abandonment  of  the  schemes  for  a  Customs  Watch-house  at  Gravesend  and  for  fittings 
at  Barry  Dock  (Cardiff)  Post  Office ;  delay  by  the  railway  company  at  Carlisle  (Head  Post 
Office);  and  failure  to  complete  the  acquisition  of  sites  for.  Inland  Revenue  and  Post 
Offices  at  Sunderland,  and  for  Post  Offices  at  Brockley,  Bury  (Lanes.),  Malvern,  Oldham, 
Ross,  and  Southampton. 

On  various  other  items,  including  additions  and  alterations  of  a  minor  or  unforeseen 
character,  expenditure,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  9,133i.  10«.  10c?.,  has  been 
incurred  in  excess  of  the  sums  provided  in  the  Estimates.  The  excesses  have,  where 
necessary,  received  the  sanction  of  the  Treasury. 

llemarks  on  4.  Customs  Buildings. — Owing  to  the  slow  progress  made  by  the  builders  on  the  new 
Expenditure  Custom  House  at  Cardiff,  only  2,918i.  18«.  was  spent  in  the  year  out  of  5,000i.  provided 
m^r^ub-     £^j.  ^j^jg  work. 

*Sub-Head  F.  5.  Inland  Revenue  Buildings. — A  large  excess  on  the  new  Inland  Revenue  Laboratory 
near  Clement's  Inn  is  explained  on  the  Statement;  where  also,  in  connection  with  this 
service,  a  Note  is  made,  as  requested  by  the  Treasury,  as  to  the  adjustment  of  the  value 
of  lands  between  the  Office  of  Works  and  the  Bankruptcy  Department,  a  sum  of  l,200i. 
which  had  not  been  included  in  the  Estimates  having  oeen  paid  to  the  latter  by  way  of 
equaUty  of  exchange. 

Sites  have  been  purchased  for  offices  at  Bradford,  Croydon,  and  Preston,  at  a  total  cost 
of  7,934i.  48.  There  was  no  provision  for  these  or  for  three  other  small  items  of  expendi- 
ture, but,  as  regards  the  sites,  it  was  stated  on  the  Estimates  for  1898-99,  in  which 
provision  was  made  for  the  erection  of  new  Inland  Revenue  Offices  in  these  towns,  that 
the  cost  of  the  sites  was  to  be  paid  by  31st  March  1898. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  site  for  an  office  at  Bristol,  for  which  provision  was  made  in 
1897-98,  was  bought  and  paid  for  in  the  previous  year,  as  mentioned  in  par.  6  of  my 
report  on  this  Vote  for  1896-97.  At  Bolton  the  progress  of  the  works  on  the  new  Inland 
Revenue  offices  was  delayed  by  strikes,  and  out  of  a  provision  of  4,450i.  only  1,243Z,  2«.  8rf. 
was  expended. 

Sub-Heads  6.  Post  Office  and  Telegraph  Buildings. — Owing  to  the  deduction  from  the  gross 
K.  k  O.  Estimate  for  1897-98  of  a  sum  of  68,205i.  in  respect  of  works  which  might  not  be 
carried  out  within  the  year  there  can  be  no  exact  comparison  between  the  amounts 
provided  and  the  amounts  actually  expended  on  the  several  works  detailed  in  the 
Estimates.  The  account  shows  net  savings  of  6,268i. -s.  Ad.  and  2,5422.  11^.  Id.  under 
Sub-Heads  K.  and  0.,  respectively. 

7.  The  gross  amount  of  excesses  «m  Post  Office  and  Telegraph  Buildings  shown  at  the 
end  of  the  New  Works  Statement  on  page  68  is  5,124Z.  Vis.  lOcZ.,  which  includes 
expenditure  (principally  remanets)  amounting  to  584Z.

the  work,  payment  of  the  retention  money  of  37/.  5«.  4d,  was 
postponed  until  this  Department  had  ceased  to  be  interested 
m  the  pavement 

A  saving  was  effected  on  this  service  partly  because  the  old 
machinery  was  used  instead  of  new  machinery  being  supplied, 
thus  dispensing  with  certain  structural  alterations. 


An  urgent  application  was  made  for  the  provision  of  this  liftj 
and,  as  the  service  was  a  desirable  one,  it  was  supplied. 


To  meet  complaints  ur^ntly  made,  the  sanitary  accommodation 
of  the  builoings  was  improved  and  enlarged.

1.  Expenditure  in  excess  of  the  Estimate  has  been  incurred  under  Sub-Headt  A.,  B. 
and  C. 

2.  With  reference  to  paragraph  2  of  my  Report  on  the  Vote  for  the  year  1896-97,  I 
have  to  observe  that  a  Bill  was  not  introduced  last  Session  to  fitcilitate  the  collection  of 
Parental  Contributions. 

There  was  a  small  increase,  practically  confined  to  London  and  Glasgow,  of  about 
230f.  in  the  amount  of  the  Parental  Contributions  received  this  year,  as  compared  with 
the  amount  received  in  the  year  1896-97. 

From  the  explanation  of  the  difierence  between  the  estimated  and  realised  Appropria- 
tions in  Aid,  it  will,  however,  be  seen  that  the  amount  of  Parental  Contributions  actually 
received  was  l,369i.  11«.  7d.  more  than  was  anticipated. 

I  notice  that  the  Inspector  of  Reformatories  and  Industrial  Schools,  Great  Britain,  in 
his  Report,  addressed  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  year  1897  (Parliamentary  Paper, 
c.  8996,  Session  1898),  states  that  the  average  amount  collected  is,  as  last  year,  ratner 
more  than  11.  per  head  of  children  under  detention,  and  that  it  is  extremely  doubtful 
whether  it  will  be  possible  to  much  improve  these  figures  so  long  as  the  law  remains 
unaltered.

2.  A  new  Sub-Head  (C.  1)  has  been  opened  under  Treasury  authority  for  the  purpose  New  Sub- 
of  recording  special  expenditure  for  the  purchase  of  certain  Egyptian  Antiquities,  for  Heacl 
which  no  provision  was  made  in  the  Estimate. 

3.  The  sums  provided  for  "  Purchases  and  Acquisitions  "  under  Sub-Heads  C.  and  N.,  J^,^^^®^® 
were  for  the  first  time  shown  in  the  Estimates  as  "  Grants  in  Aid,"  with  a  note  intimating     •  *^    -  • 
that  unexpended  balances  would  not  be  surrendered.     This  change  was  in  accordance 

with  the  recommendations  of  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  in  X896  (Third  Report) ; 
to  which  effect  was  given  by  the  Treasurv  Minute  of  12th  November  1896,  laid  before  the 
Public  Accounts  Committee  in  1897,  and  appended  to  their  Second  Report  of  that  year 
(Appendix,  p.  81). 

The  course  which  it  was  understood  would  thenceforward  be  followed  was  that  such 
Grants  in  Aid  would  be  issued  in  full  to  the  persons  or  bodies  at  whose  disposal  they  were 
intended  to  be  placed,  and  that  when  so  issued  (and  subject  to  separate  account  in 
certain  cases)  they  would  be  admitted  as  charges  against  the  Grants  in  the  Appro- 
priation Accounts,  notwithstanding  that  they  may  not  have  been  wholly  expended 
within  the  year  of  issue ;  so  that  any  cash  balances  might  be  carried  forward  and  made 
available  for  similar  expenditure  in  a  later  year.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  clearly 
intended  that  the  charges  in  the  Appropriation  Accounts  should  not  exceed  the  amounts 
of  the  Grants  in  Aid. 

In  the  cases  of  the  two  Sub- Heads  under  notice,  the  course  thus  laid  down  has  not  been 
observed.  The  Grants  in  Aid  have  been  exceeded,  and  the  authority  of  the  Treasury  has 
been  obtained  for  applying  surpluses  under  other  Sub-Heads  of  the  Vote  to  cover  the 
excesses. 

I  bring  the  matter  under  notice  because  I  do  not  think  it  was  contemplated  either  by 
the  Committee  or  by  the  Treasury  that  the  grantee  in  such  case  should  at  one  time  have 
the  advantage  of  relief  from  surrender  of  an  unexpended  balance,  and  also  at  another 
time  be  at  liberty  to  overspend  the  Grant  in  Aid  and  make  good  the  excess  out  of  savings 
of  expenditure  on  other  services.

written  off  as  irrecoverable,  under  Treasury  directions. 

The  circumstances  explaining  this  loss,  together  with  a  loss  on  account  of  Fees  at  the 
Vice-Consulate  (Savannah),  are  set  forth  by  the  Accounting  Officer  in  his  notes  of 
explanation  under  this  Sub-Head,  and  under  SS.  Appropriations  in  Aid,  from  which  it 
^m  be  seen  that  the  total  loss  by  the  defalcation  of  the  Vice-Consul  is  more  than  covered 
by  the  non-issue  of  the  office  allowance  due  to  him  at  the  date  of  his  suspension.

3.  Sub-Head  M. — Special  Missions : — Particulars  of  the  expenditure  under  this  Sub- 
Head  are  given  in  the  Statement  appended  {p.  416)  which  includes  the  expenses  of 
entertainment  of  Foreign  Envoys  on  the  occasion  of  the  Celebration  of  the  Diamond 
Jubilee  of  Her  Majesty. 

As  stated  by  the  Accounting  Officer  in  his  explanation  under  Sub-Head  SS.,  the 
contributions  from  the  other  Signatory  Powers  towards  expenses  of  the  Zanzibar  Inter- 
national Maritime  Brtreau  were  not  all  received  during  the  year  1897-98,  but  have  since 
been  completed. 

Included  in  the  expenditure  of  the  Commission  of  Judicial  Reform  in  Crete  is  a  sum 
of  721.  58.  paid  to  Consul  Alvarez,  as  compensation  for  the  loss,  through  pillage  by  the 
Insurgents,  of  household  furniture,  &c.,  at  Khalepa,  whilst  he  was  engaged  as  British 
delegate  on  this  Commission. 

The  Treasury,  in  sanctioning  this  charge,  state  that  it  would  appear  that  Mr.  Alvarez 
"  has  no  remedy  open  to  him  by  applying  to  the  local  courts  or  to  tne  Sublime  Porte." 

From  the  Accounting  Officer's  explanation  of  the  saving  on  Sub- Head  M.,  it  might 
be  inferred  that  it  was  due  solely  to  the  fact  that  "  no  part  of  the  amount  taken  for  the 
expenses  of  the  ChiUan  Claims  Commission  came  in  course  of  payment  during  the 
year."  I  would  observe,  however,  that  there  were  considerable  savings  under  the  following 
services,  viz. :  Mission  to  Abyssinia,  Maintenance,  &c.,  of  ex-King  Maatafa,  and  Mission 
of  Inquiry  into  Fur  Seal  Life  in  Behring  Sea,  &c.,  counterbalanced  in  part  by  excesses  on 
other  items,  viz. :  Expenses  under  Agreement  relating  to  Affairs  oi  Samoa,  Maritime 
Slave  Trade  Bureaux,  British  Guiana  Boundary  Question,  and  Unforeseen  Missions.

B. — £1,198  6^.  lOiL  only  out  of  the  1,200/.  granted  was  drawn  out  and  paid  over  to  the  British 
Resident  in  the  Solomon  Islands  Protectorate  by  the  High  Commissioner  for  the 
Western  Pacific. 


E. — Owing  to  a  change  in  the  Government,  rather  more  than  four  quarters*  Travelling  Allowance 
came  in  course  of  payment  during  the  year  1896-97,  with  the  result  that  rather  less  than 
a  full  year's  charge  became  payable  in  the  financial  year  1897-98  ;  and  owing  to  a  change 
of  the  Governor's  Private  Secretary,  there  was  a  fui-ther  small  saving. 

F. — Rather  more  than  12  months'  salary  of  the  Administrator  of  Dominica  came  in  course  of 
payment  within  the  year. 

G. — The  expenditure  is  of  a  variable  character.  Certain  Passage  Allowances  which  were  estimated 
for  when  the  Supplementary  Estimate  was  taken  did  not  come  in  course  of  payment 
within  the  year.     The  usual  statement  of  actual  expenditure  is  appended. 


I. — When  the  Estimate  for  the  Service  was  laid  before  Parliament  it  was  necessarily  based  on 
incomplete  data ;  but  the  saving  shown  is  largely  due  to  the  following  facts : — (1)  The 
recruiting  of  the  native  portion  of  the  Force  did  not  proceed  as  rapidly  as  had  been 
anticipated ;  (2)  the  European  portion  of  the  Force  did  not  draw  within  the  year  a  large 
part  of  their  emoluments  due  up  to  31st  March,  the  Non-Commissioned  Officers  preferring 
to  have  their  emoluments  carried  over,  having  no  occasion  to  require  cash  in  Nigeria ; 
and  (3)  no  settlement  was  come  to  with  the  Royal  Niger  Company  within  the  year,  for 
various  minor  services  conducted  through  their  agency. 

* — This  payment  of  45/.  was  in  respect  of  a  part  of  the  provision  which  was  made  under  Sub- 
Head  GKt.,  Norfolk  Island,  in  the  Supplementary  Estimates  of  the  preceding  financial 
year,  but  which  the  New  South  Wales  Grovemment  did  not  discharge  until  the  year 
1897-98,  65/.  having  been  saved  in  1896-97. 

J. — The  saving  was  principallv  due  to  there  having  been  a  vacancy  for  some  months  in  the  office 
of  Secretary  to  the  High  Commissioner,  and  to  its  not  having  been  found  necessary  to 
appoint  any  temporary  Special  Judicial  Commissioner,  as  in  some  pre^^ous  years.  In 
several  instances  the  amoimt  of  salary  drawn  within  the  year  was  not  exactly  a  year's 
provision.

L. — The  net  excess  is  due  to  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  Her  Majesty's  Agent  in  the  South 
African  Republic,  sanctioned  after  the  Additional  Estimate  was  presented.  There  were^ 
on  the  other  hand,  savings  on  the  Provision  for  the  other  officers  included  in  the 
Establishment,  owing  to  neither  the  Secretary  to  Her  Majesty's  Agent  nor  the  British 
Consular  Officer  at  Johannesburg  being  appointed  fi-om  the  commencement  of  the 
financial  year. 

L  1. — There  were  savings  owing  to  the  death  of  one  pensioner,  and  to  another  pension  not  being 
ckimed  during  the  year.  On  the  other  hand,  15  months'  annuity  in  another  case  came 
in  course  of  payment  during  1897-98. 

L  2. — The  expenditure  could  not  be  estimated  ^^ath  accuracy,  and  an  outlay  of  about  100/.  for 
painting  the  British  Agency  at  Pretoria  did  not  come  in  course  of  payment  until  after 
the  close  of  the  financial  year. 


M. — Owing  to  a  change  in  the  holder  of  the  office,  and  an  increase  of  the  salary,  the  amoimt 
drawn  by  the  Secretary  and  Accountant  to  the  High  Commissioner  exceeded  the 
provision,  and  there  was  a  small  excess  on  the  amount  provided  for  clerical  assistance,, 
due  to  the  appointment  of  a  typewriter.  There  was,  however,  a  small  saving  in  respect 
of  the  personal  allowance  of  the  High  Commissioner  prior  to  Sir  A.  Milner's  assumption 
of  the  office. 

M  1. — The  expenditure  is  very  variable.  The  large  decrease  as  compared  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year,  and  the  saving  on  the  Estimate,  may  be  partly  attributed  to  the  more 
settled  state  of  afiairs  in  South  Africa  during  the  latter  part  of  the  financial  year. 

M  2. — The  excess  was  due  to  unforeseen  expenditure  in  respect  of  the  High  Commissioner's  tour 
in  Rhodesia.  No  Supplementary  Estimate  was  taken  in  view  of  the  saving  under 
"High  Commissioner — Telegrams." 


P. — The  Revenue  of  the  "  Civil  and  Military  Pension  Fund  "  was  slightly  larger  than  the  amount 
estimated.

1.  Expenditure  in  excess  of  the  Estimate  has  been  incurred  under  Sub-Heads  R,  L 
M.,  and  M.  2.  i 

2.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  Exchequer  and  Audit  Departments  Act,  1866,  this 
Account  should  have  been  rendered  for  examination  by  the  30th  November,  1898 ;  it  was 
not,  however,  received  in  my  Department  until  late  in  January,  1899.  The  Accounting 
Officer  explains  that  the  delay  was  due  to  the  late  arrival  of  vouchers  from  West 
Africa,  which  he  states  were  not  received  in  the  Colonial  Office  imtil  the  middle  of 
December  1898. 

3.  A  new  Sub-Head  has  been  opened,  with  the  sanction  of  the  Treasury,  for  the 
purpose  of  recording  payments  of  salary  to  a  magistrate  and  clerk  in  Norfolk  Island, 
which  did  not  come  in  course  of  pajmient  within  the  year  1896-97,  in  which  provision 
was  made  for  them. 

4.  Provision  was  made  in  Supplementary  Estimates  for  largely  increased  expenditure 
under  this  Vote,  as  compared  with  the  original  Estimate.

The  accounts  relating  to  this  service  show  that,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  disbursements  have  been  made  by  the  Crown  Agents  to  the  Colonies,  by  the 
Governor  of  Lagos,  and  by  the  Commissioner  of  Nigena,  and  officers  acting  under 
him. 

I  have  called  for  Treasury  authority  for  certain  extraordinary  items  of  expenditure, 
but  have  not  yet  received  replies  to  my  commimications. 

The  vouchers  for  the  expenditure  by  the  Commissioner  of  Nigeria  reached  my 
Department  at  so  late  a  date  that  it  has  been  impossible  as  yet  to  complete  their 
examination.  Any  criticism  I  may  have  to  make  upon  them  must  consequently  await 
the  Report  on  the  Vote  for  this  service  in  1898-99. 

There  is  a  large  saving  on  this  Sub-Head,  full  explanation  of  which  is  given  by  the 
Accounting  Officer.

1.  The  whole  of  the  Grant  of  40,000^.  was  issued  within  the  financial  year.  p   ,.

2.  A  statement  is  appended  showing  the  whole  of  the  receipts  and  payments  in  the  Fing^j^^ial 
year  1897-98,  with  a  memorandum  which  has  been  furnished  by  the  Receiver  General  of  Position  of 
the  Island,  explaining  the  difterences  between  the  estimated  and   actual  receipts  and  the  Island, 
expenditure.    Excluding  the  Grant  in  Aid  on  the  one  side,  and  the  Tribute  charged  on 
the  other,  the  revenue  during  the  year  amounted  to  190,524i.  18s.  ^c.jj.,  and  the  expen- 
diture   to    132,130Z.    4s.,   thus    showing    a    surplus    of   revenue    over   expenditure    of 
-58,394Z.  14s.  4c.2>.,  as  compared  with  a  surplus  of  59,164i.  Is.  -c.p.  in  1896-97. 

3.  The    revenue     realised    in    the     year    exceeded    the    estimate    of   168,660i.    by  Revenue. 
21,864i.  18s.  4o.2>..  and  also  exceeded  the  revenue  of  1896-97  by  1,866^.  16s.  bc.p. 

There  were  incrciises  as  compared  with  the  estimate  under  12  out  of  16  heads  of  revenue. 
These  increases  are  attributed,  in  the  case  of  "  Tithes,"  to  a  larger  caroubs  crop  than 
anticipated ;  and,  in  the  case  of  "  Sheep  and  Goat  Tax,"  to  "  under  estimate." 

The  increases  under  the  Heads  of  the  "  Direct  Taxes  "  are  stated  to  be  due  in  the  case 
of  "Ver^hi"  and  "  Askerieh"  to  the  stringent  collection  of  arrears,  and  to  an  increase 
of  work  in  the  Land  Registry  Office,  in  the  case  of  "  Defter  HakanL" 

Under  "  Customs  "  and  "  Excise  "  the  increases  were  mainly  due  to  the  operation  of 
*'  The  Reform  of  Taxation  Law,  1897  "  (No.  XL  of  1897),  which  varied  the  incidence  of 
taxation  in  the  Island  and  increased  the  duties  on"  several  articles. 

The  remaining  increases  call  for  no  special  remark.

With  reference  to  Mr.  Phillii)^'  letter  No.  796,  of  the  13th  instant  regarding  tne  Crofter  settlements 
at  Killamey  and  Saltcoats,  I  am  directed  by  the  Secretary  for  Scotland  to  state  that  there  is  little  at 
present  to  add  in  continuation  of  the  evidence  given  by  me  before  the  Public  Accounts  Committee  on 
nth  May  last 

As  indicated  in  my  answer  to  question  No.  1893,  arrangements  were  at  that  date  in  progi*ess  for 
converting  the  settlers  at  Killamey  into  leaseholders  under  the  Colonisation  Board.  Some  of  the 
'  crofters  objected  at  first  to  sign  the  leases,  and  this  necessitated  proceedings  for  their  ejectment. 

But  all  those  dissenting  eventually  signed,  and  paid  the  legal  expenses  incurred  in  consequence  of 
their  action.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  is  now  m  communication  with  the  agent  at  Winnipeg  in 
reference  to  the  amount  collected  in  respect  of  lease  rents  for  the  current  year. 

In  regard  to  the  outside  creditors  of  the  Killamey  settlers,  virtually  no  advance  has  been  made  since 
I  gave  my  evidence.  The  Board  think  the  best  course  is  to  wait  till  a  further  communication  from  the 
creditors  is  received. 

As  to  the  Saltcoats  settlers,  to  whom  reference  was  made  in  my  answer  to  question  No.  1895, 1  am  to 
say  that  they  are  now  unwilling  to  take  advantage  of  the  Canadian  Act  under  which  they  were  to  l)e 
transferred  to  new  homesteads,   and  that  certain  proposals  regarding  them  are  at  present  under 
•^consideration  of  the  Board.

In  reply  to  the  letter  from  Mr.  Phillips  of  this  day's  date  (No.  777),  I  beg  to  state  that  the  Treasury  by 
letter  of  the  4th  March  1898  (No.  385 1^  approved  of  the  Land  Tax  on  Government  Property  being 
redeemed  by  a  Vote,  and  that  subsequently  an  estimate  was  prepared  for  100,000/.  for  that  purpose  in 
the  usual  way  and  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons. 

No  special  directions  were,  however,  issued  with  regard  to  the  administration  of  this  Vote. 

The  procedure  followed  has  been  on  the  same  lines  as  that  applicable  to  ordinary  contracts  with  the 
public  :  the  date  of  signing  the  declaration  of  desiro  to  redeem  the  tax  on  each  property,  which  was  the 
31st  March  1898,  bemg  considered  as  freeing  the  property  from  that  date  of  all  future  Land  Tax^ 
although  the  actual  plans  and  boundaries  of  the  proiHjrty  may  not  have  been  technically  completed 
until  some  time  subsequently. 

This  department  has  a  current  account  with  the  National  Debt  Commissioners  for  the  redemption  of 
the  Land  Tax  on  ordinary  contracts  with  the  public,  to  which  sums  on  account  are  })aid  over  from  time 
to  time,  but  the  payment  of  the  actual  balance  for  any  quarter  or  half-year  is  deferred  to  a  subsequent 
date. 

The  lOCXOOO/.  for  the  redemption  of  the  Land  Tax  was  transferred  on  the  30th  March  last  to  the 
National  Debt  Commissioners,  when  the  amount  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  thi»  Revenue  by  the 
Pfmnaster  General. 

The  excess  small  sum  of  466/.  6«.  has  for  the  moment  been  advanced  from  Revenue  to  complete  the 
last  contract  (Land  Tax  on  Custom  House)  and  charged  to  a  distinct  account  opened  in  the 
departmental  books. 

That  account  will  be  credited  and  the  amount  paid  over  to  the  National  Debt  Commissioners  when 
the  excess  sum  shall  have  been  voted.  In  the  meanwhile  I  do  not  consider  I  should  have  been  justified 
in  making  the  transfer.

Explanation  of  the  Causes  of  Variation  between  Expenditure  and  Grant. 


A.  1. — The  saving  is  due  to  vacancies  by  retirement  or  tleath  of  officers,  snch  vacancies  being 
filled  by  Clerks  or  Tabulators  at  the  initial  rates  of  pay. 

2. — Travelling  and  Subsistence  from  Headquarters  have  been  less  than  usual.     A  fluctuating 
charge. 


B.  1. — A  large  portion  of  this  saving  is  due  to  an  abnormal  number  of  retirements,  which  fact  is 
accountable  for  much  of  the  increase  under  G  (Superannuations).  A  considerble  portion 
is  due  to  the  employment  of  Watchers  at  1/.  Is.  a  week  in  lieu  of  Established  Boatmen. 
Another  factor  in  the  saving  has  been  the  revised  Boarding  arrangements  for  the  Port 
of  London,  authorised  by  Treasury  Letter  12,344,  of  24th  August  1897,  under  which 
fewer  men  were  employed,  but  an  increase  was  incurred  for  "  boats,"  as  explained  under 
Sub-head  C.     There  has  also  been  a  saving  on  extra  attendance  of  officers. 

2. — The  claims  for  the  year  have  been  less  than  anticipated ;  necessarily  a  fluctuating  charge. 

3. — The  claims  for  the  year  have  been  less  than  anticipated  ;  necessarily  a  fluctuating  charge. 
The  departmental  arrangement  of  promotion  of  certain  collectors  at  their  own  ports, 
instead  of  on  removal,  tends  to  keep  down  expenses  under  this  heading. 

4. — The  increased  expenditure  is  due  to  additional  cost  for  Boatmen's  serge  summer  jackets 
(authorised  by  Treasury  Letter  6777 — 1897) ;  to  cost  for  uniforms  to  increased  number 
of  Ijaunch  hands  (Treasury  Letters  12,344  and  19,449 — 1897);  and  also  to  cost  of 
uniforms  to  Customs  Watchmen,  and  (by  Treasury  Letter  8559,  25th  July  1895)  to 
Pensioner  Messengers,  new  appointments  to  the  Customs.  Besides  this,  more  garments 
were  supplied  to  the  ordinary^  staff*  than  was  anticipated. 

5. — The  charge  for  Telephonic  Messages  on  Trunk  Lines  (authorised  by  Treasury  Letter 
3923,  of  11th  March,  1897,  and  not  included  in  the  Estimates)  more  than  accounts  for 
the  excess  under  this  heading. 


C. — The  charges  for  repairs  to  engines  and  boilers  were  heavier  than  anticipated.  Part  of  the 
excess  arose  from  cost  of  repairs  to  the  Launches  "Tees"  (Treasury  Letter  15,145,  of 
20th  October  1897)  and  the  "  Norah,"  whereby  expenditure  for  the  purchase  of  new 
boats  has  been  postponed.  The  laying  by  of  so  many  launches  for  overhauling  and 
repairs  has  necessarily  caused  extra  cost  for  hire.  Another  cause  of  the  excess  (which 
accounts  for  a  much  larger  saving  under  B  1)  is  the  re\'ised  Boarding  regulations  for 
the  Port  of  London  (approved  by  Treasury  Letter  12,344,  24th  August  1897),  under 
which  more  launches  are  used  a?id  the  number  of  Established  Boatmen  reduced. 

D. — The  purchases  for  this  year  have  been  restricted,  in  view  of  the  proposal  to  use  a  better 
class  of  hydrometer  in  the  next  year.

From  the  reply  to 
an  inquiry  upon  the  subject  of  this  repayment,  it  appears  that  it  was  made  under  the 
advice  of  the  solicitor  tx)  the  Inland  Revenue  and  witn  the  approval  of  the  Treasur3^ 

7.  In  connection  with  the  Revenue  Account,  I  have  to  notice  the  method  of 
calculation  adopted  by  the  Inland  Revenue  Department  in  determining  the  amount  of 
estat^e  duty  leviable  in  cases  where  the  estate  consists  of  more  than  one  property,  as  it 
does  not  seem  to  be  in  strict  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Finance  Acts  of 
1894  and  1896. 

Section  4  of  the  Act  of  1894  lays  down  with  regard  to  estates  of  this  kind,  that  all 
property  passing  on  the  death  of  the  deceased  "  in  respect  of  which  estate  duty  is  leviable 
"  shall  be  aggregated  so  as  to  form  one  estate,  and  the  duty  shall  be  levied  at  the  proper 
**  graduated  rate  on  the  principal  value  thereof;"  and  under  Section  17  of  the  Act  of 
1896  it  is  provided  that  "  where  the  principal  value  of  an  estate  comprises  a  fraction  of 
"  lOOZ.  in  excess  of  lOOi.  or  of  any  multiple  of  lOOi.,  such  fraction  shall  be  excluded  from 
"  the  value  of  the  estate  for  the  purpose  of  determining  both  the  rate  and  the  amount  of 
"  duty." 

For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  duty  leviable  on  an  estate  consisting  of 
more  than  one  property,  it  appears  to  be  the  practice  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Depart- 
ment to  treat  each  property  as  a  distinct  estate,  so  far  as  the  deduction  of  the  fraction  of 
lOOZ.  is  concerned,  and  to  exclude  from  the  value  of  each  separate  property  any  such 
fraction  as  may  be  comprised  therein. 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  as  to  the  authority  for  this  practice,  I  have  been  informed  that 
it  is  based  upon  an  order  of  the  Controller  of  Legacy  Duties,  dated  7th  November  1896> 
which  was  issued  upon  the  ground  that  "where  a  separate  affidavit  or  account  is 
"  presented  by  the  accountable  persons  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  Estate  Duty 
"  on  each  distmct  property,  it  becomes  practically  unpossible  to  comply  strictly  with  the 
"  provisions  of  the  Finance  Acts  of  1894  and  1896." 

If  this  is  so,  it  would  seem  to  be  necessary  that  steps  should  be  taken  to  amend  the 
law  for  the  purpose  of  regularising  the  practice.

In  the  case  of  composite  estates,  such  as  the  present,  it 
appears  to  be  the  practice  to  exclude  from  each  part  of  the 
estate  any  fraction  of  100/.  that  may  be  comprised  therein, 
for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  amount  of  duty.  As 
Section  4  ot  the  Finance  Act  of  1894  lays  down  that  all 
property  passing  on  the  death  of  the  deceased  "  shall  be

"of  100/.  in  the  latter,  because,  although  it  is 
"admitted  that  the  principal  value  of  the  Estate 
"means  that  of  the  notional  *one  Estate,' 
"described  in  Section  4  of  the  principal  act 
"arrived  at  by  the  aggregation  of  'all  proj)erty' 
"passing  at  the  death  of  the  deceased,  it  would 
"oe  impossible  to  determine  the  fraction  to  be

"whilst  accountable  persons  present  Affidavits  or

39) 
the  Appropriation  Accounts  of  the  Grants  for  the  three  Revenue 
Departments,  viz..  the  Post  Office  (including  the  Telegraph  and  Packet 
Services),  the  Board  of  Customs,  and  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  and 
directing  a  detailed  test  Examination  of  such  Accounts  under  the  same 
Act.

My  Lords  read  the  twrenty-ninth  section  of  the  Exchequer  and  Audit 
Departments  Act,  1866  (29  &  30  Vict.  c.  39)  which  enacts  that,  in  conducting 
the  examination  of  the  vouchers  relating  to  the  appropriation  of  the  grants 
for  the  several  services  enumerated  in  Schedule  B.  of  the  said  Act,  the 
Comptroller  and  Auditor-General,  after  satisfying  himself  that  the  accounts 
bear  evidence  that  the  vouchers  have  been  completely  checked,  examined  and 
certified  as  correct  in  every  respect,  and  that  they  have  been  allowed  and 
passed  by  the  proper  departmental  officers,  may  admit  the  same  as  satisfactory 
evidence  of  payment  in  support  of  the  charges  to  which  they  may  relate ; 
provided  always,  that,  if  the  Treasury  should  desire  any  such  vouchers  to  be 
examined  by  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor  Geaeral  in  greater  detail,  the 
Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  shall  cause  such  vouchers  to  be  subjected 
to  such  a  detailed  examination  as  the  Treasury  may  think  fit  to  prescribe. 

My  Lords  note  that  the  sendees  enumerated  in  the  said  schedule  relate  to 
the  Army,  Navy,  and  such  other  Services  as  the  Treasury  by  their  Minute,  to 
be  laid  before  Parliament,  may  direct ;  but  no  such  Minute  shall  take  effect 
until  it  shall  have  lain  before  the  House  of  Commons  thirty  days,  unless  it 
shall  have  been  previously  approved  by  a  resolution  of  the  House  of 
Commons. 

My  Lords  also  read  a  letter  addressed  to  them  by  the  Comptroller  and 
Auditor  General,  dated  the  2l8t  November  1898,  in  which  he  intimates  his 
belief  that,  at  the  time  of  the  passing  of  the  Act  above-mentioned  it  was 
contemplated  (as  would  seem  to  be  implied  by  the  provisions  of  the  twenty -ninth 
and  thirtieth  sections)  that  a  considerable  difference  might  properly  be  made 
in  the  extent  of  the  details  of  examination  to  be  given  by  him,  on  behalf  of 
Parliament,  to  the  accounts  of  departments  which  have,  and  those  which  have 
not,  separate  and  distinct  account  branches  of  their  own. 

The  Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  adverts  to  the  large  growth  in  recent 
years  in  the  number  and  bulk  of  the  accounts  transmitted  to  him  for  audit ; 
and,  with  a  view  to  meeting  this  increase  of  work  by  a  saving  of  labour  upon 
accounts  which,  in  his  opinion,  do  not  require  to  be  subjected  to  examination 
in  full  detail,  and  thus  avoiding  the  necessity  for  an  addition  to  the  present 
numbers  of  the  clerical  staff,  he  suggests  that  the  accounts  of  the  three 
Revenue  Departments  should  be  added  to  those  specified  in  the  above- 
mentioned  Schedule  to  the  Act. 

My  Lords  note  that  these  accounts  are  examined,  on  behalf  of  the  respective 
departments,  by  separate  and  distinct,  and  practically  independent,  account 
branches,  and  they  concur  in  the  view  taken  by  the  Comptroller  and  Auditor 
3eneral  of  the  intention  of  the  twenty-ninth  and  thirtieth  sections  of  the  Act, 
29  &  30  Vict.  c.  39. 

They  are  accordingly  prepared  to  give  effect  to  the  proposal  of  the 
€omptroller  and  Auditor  General,  provided  there  be  applied  to  the  accounts 
of  the  three  departments  in  question  an  effective  test  examination  similar  to 
ihat  applied  to  the  accounts  of  Army  and  Navy  Services. 
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They  further  learn  that  the  adoption  of  this  course  is  approved  by  the 
Committee  of  Public  Accounts  appointed  in  the  present  Session,  whose 
attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  subject  by  the  General  Report  of  the 
Comptroller  and  Auditor  General  upon  the  Appropriation  Accounts  of  the 
Grants  for  Civil  Services  and  Revenue  Departments,  1897-98. 

My  Lords  now  therefore  are  pleased  to  direct  that  the  Appropriation 
Accounts  of  the  Grants  for  the  three  Revenue  Departments  (including  the 
Telegraph  and  Packet  Services)  be  forthwith  added  to  the  Schedule  B.,  and 
be  regarded  as  if  they  were  accounts  specifically  enumerated  therein. 

In  pursuance  of  the  powers  vested  in  them  by  the  twenty-ninth  section  of  the 
Act  above  referred  to,  my  Lords  are  also  pleased  to  direct  that  there  be  a 
detailed  test  examination  of  such  accounts,  similar  to  that  applied  to  the 
Army  and  Navy  Appropriation  Accounts,  as  described  in  Treasury  Minute  of 
the  20th  March  1876. 
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
